Fluoridation Experiments Continue 


Legislation authorizing the gov¬ 
ernment to give municipal author¬ 
ities permission to fluoridate drink¬ 
ing water has been passed by the 
Riksdag. Medical experts, according 
to the cabinet minister who had in¬ 
troduced the bill, are in virtual a- 
greement that there are no health 
^ risks in fluoridation. Sufficient ex¬ 
perience, however, has not yet been 
grained in Sweden, he added, and it 
has not been proved that fluorida¬ 
tion benefits the teeth beyond child¬ 
hood and adolescence. Experimental 
activities should therefore remain 
limited to the city of Norrkoping. 
Experiments began there several

and the city has sought permision 
to cany on for another five years- 
Norrkoping, about 80 miles south 
of Stockholm, has some 90,000 in¬ 
habitants. 

The government bill was backed 
by a great majority of the Riksdag 
members, but several others expres¬ 
sed skepticism and there was also 
some vigorous opposition. One oppo¬ 
nent denounced “mass medication 
via the water supply system” and 
wondered if an attempt would be 
made to cure the modern ailment 
known as stress in the same way. 
Another described fluoride as “poi¬ 
son” and asked why the people of 
Norrkoping should serve as guinea 
pigs. The supporters, on the other 
hand, emphasized that chlorination 
of water implies just as much coer¬ 
cion as adding fluoride, (that fluor¬ 
idation has been found to cut the in¬ 
cidence of tooth decay in children 
by about 60 per cent, and that the 
risks seem negligible. Resistance 
against continued experiments, one 
Rikstag member said, must be due 
to superstition based on ignorance.

First A-Plant 
Almost Ready 

Sweden’s first industrial atomic 
plant, at Agesta some eight miles 
tvuth of the center of Stockholm, 
has been almost completed arid 
operations are expected to start in 
February or March. The unit will 
have an effect of 65,000 kilowatts. 
Most of this will be used for thq 
production of heat for one of the 
capital’s southern suburbs, while 
some 15,000 kilowatts will lx: trans¬ 
formed into electric energy for the 
national network. 

The reactor, placed in a rock 
chamber lined with cement and 
plate, is of a type developed in 
Sweden, based on natural uranium 
ahd heavy water. It has been made 
by Swedish industries under the 
direction f-t the Atomic Energy 
Company and the State Power 
Board- The heavy water was bought 
from the United States in 1957. Ex¬ 
perience acquired in the operation 
of the plant will be utilized for the 
next step in Sweden’s industrial 
development of atomic energy, a 
power station of some 200,000 kilo¬ 
watts to be built at Mariken on the 
Baltic coast some 75 miles south of 
Stockholm. 

Construction of the Agesta plant 
has taken five years, or about twice 
as long as expected when the work 
was begun. Costs, according to re¬ 
cent press reports, will total about 
200 million, or about four times as 
much as originally estimated. In 
Sweden as well as in other countries, 
experts in the press observe, the 
development of atomic energy lias 
run into unexpected difficulties. 

Today, however, the future of 
atomic energy is again viewed with 
optimism. A study made under the 
auspices of the power industry and 
the findings of which have just been 
made public indicates that com¬ 
petitive atomic power can be ob¬ 
tained even before the end of the 
sixties. The power plant already 
planned should be economical oro- 
vided that it has an effect of -at 
least 200,000 kilowatts- There is now 
good reason to believe that it will 
soon be followed by other units, 
public and private, and with ef¬ 
fects of up to 500,000 kilowatts. The 
era of power plants using oil or 
coal seams, in other words, seems 
to becoming to its end.

Bridge To Link Sweden- Denmark 


It seemed as if every word carried 
a small electric shock as everyone 
around me instantly straightened up 
in their seats, and gave a quick 
glance through the windows. It 
was only sixteen hours since we had 
boarded our plane in Edmonton, and 
now we were going to land in Scot¬ 
land. Those who were smoking took 
a few quick puffs of their cigarettes 
before depositing them in the ash¬ 
trays, and all of us fastened our 
seat-belts, as the landing could be 
a little “bumpy.” 

The plane was gradually dropping 
and with the changing altitude our 
ear-drums pounded, but soon we saw 
something dark below us, instead of 
the white clouds. My seat partner 
exclaimed in wonder, “we are on 
land,” and sure enough we were 
coasting along the runway in Prest¬ 
wick, Scotland. 

The plane rolled to a stop opposite 
a large building whose various signs 
said: Prestwick Airport, Control 
Tower, Hotel and Garden. Eighty- 
four passengers poured out of the 
plane, glad to once again walk on 
terra firma. 

Everyone walked brisky across the 
airstrip, following a guide, and into 
a fairly large waiting room. Two 
policemen were leisurely leaning 
against a gate observing the pas¬ 
sengers. Five other men dressed 
in mechanic’s overalls stood in two 
groups. The strategic position these 
seven men occupied directed every¬ 
one from the plane to the waiting 
room. As for me I strayed from 
the fold to see if I could find some¬ 
thing exciting as well as interesting, 
to take a picture of. After all, we 
were now in the land of “Robbie 
Burns,” Scotland’s greatest bard, and 
I wanted to look around. A Scottish 
stewardess, dressed in a smart navy 
blue uniform, came from somewhere, 
and informed me that I could only 
walk in the garden. I tried a nearby 
gate to get into the garden, but 
it was padlocked. “Go into the wait¬ 
ing room,” the stewardess said, “and 
you will find a way into the garden.” 
I suppose when a plane comes from 
a wild country like Canada, it is 
best to have its passengers where 
they can be seen. 

Inside the personnel was mostly 
girls, all with the unmistakable Celtic 
accent, soft and musical. Every¬ 
thing a tourist could wish for was 
displayed here; books, souvenirs, 
cards, stamps, lunch counter, rest 
rooms, beverages of all sorts, in all 
sizes and all brands. 

I wandered out into the garden 
through the open door in the wait¬ 
ing room. The garden seemed very 
small to me. A lily pond, a flower 
bed, a tree, and a table with a few 
chairs, took up most of the room. 
I also took a good look at the fence 
surrounding it. It was made of 
heavy mesh wire, that a cat could 
not get under, or a mouse through, 
or a horse over. On the fence 
across from the lily pond, painted 
on a board, was this announcement, 
“Haste Ye Back to Scotland.” I 
took a picture of this signboard and

no one seemed to object, then I went 
back to the waiting room for a cup 
of tea.

Plans for the construction of a 
bridge across the Oresund straits 
separating Sweden and Demnark, 
which have been discussed for many 
years, are slowly moving forward. 

The bridge, according to a Danish- 
Swedish committee that has just 
completed its studies, should be 
built across the northern and nar¬ 
rowest part of the Sound, between 
the Swedish city of Halsingborg and 
the Danish Elsinore. It must be able 
to carry both railroad and motor 
traffic. Its main span would have a 
navigable height of 170 feet to allow 
shipping to pass into the Sound and 
the Baltic, and northward into the 
Kattegat and the North Atlantic. 

The Sound’s narrowest part has a 
width of 2.5 miles, and its greatest 
depth is about 130 feet. The bridge 
recommended by the committee is 
estimated to cost about 650 million 
kronor, or some $130 million. It 
would be financed by tolls. 

Danish authorities are giving 
priority to another and even larger 
bridge project, across the Great 
Belt which is eleven miles wide 
in its narrowest part. It would con¬ 
nect Denmark’s main island of 
Zealand and the island of Fyn which 
already is linked by a bridge with 
the Jutland peninsula. A bridge 
spanning the straits of Oresund, the 
Danes observe, would be of relative¬ 
ly little use as long as traffic is not 
able to flow smoothly between Zea¬ 
land and Fyn. 

Construction of a bridge across 
the Oresund is, therefore, not expect¬ 
ed to begin in the near future, but 
according to the Swedish-Daniish 
committee it should be completed 
by 1980 at the very latest. Bridges 
spanning the Oresund and the Great 
Belt between Zealand and Fyn would 
give Sweden direct motorway and 
railwayroad connections with the 
European mainland. A bridge linking 
the Swedish city of Malmo and the 
Danish capital, Copenhagen, where 
the Sound is much wider but not as 
deep as further north, will probably 
also have to be built, but not before 
the end of this century. If Denmark, 
however, should decide to build an 
airport on the island of Saltholm, near 
soon as the permanent link has been 


the capital, the question of a bridge 
between Copenhagen and Malmo, 
according to the committee, ought to 
be reconsidered. Costs for a bridge 
between Malmo and Saltholm would 
be approximately the same as those 
for the project now recommended. 

Today ferries carry most of the 
steadily increasing traffic across the 
Oresund straits. About 500,000 motor¬ 
cars are ferried over annually, and 
the figure is expected to double with¬ 
in the next ten years. 

Future “City on the Sound” with 
Four to Five Million Inhabitants? 

The building of a bridge between 
Sweden and Denmark, according to 
speculations in the Swedish and Dan¬ 
ish press, may make the cities along 
the Oresund straits grow into one 
continuous urban area with a pop¬ 
ulation that would eventually reach 
between four and five million. As 
established, some writers have ob¬ 
served, the Sound region will offer 
unique possibilities for rational town 
planning. The big cities of the world 
never had comparable chances. 

The “City on the Sound,” a Danish 
expert wrote some time ago, should 
become a viable commercial and in¬ 
dustrial centre, with easily access¬ 
ible recreational areas. The dream 
will be fulfilled only if Sweden and 
Denmark belong to the same mar¬ 
ket group, within which not only 
people but also goods and capital 
are able to move freely, but there 
is hardly any reason to believe that 
a permanent dividing line will be 
drawn through the narrow water 
of the Oresund.

'EDITORIAL 

From the Secretary's Desk 


Broad vision in agricultural and 
homemaking methods and a deep 
desire for a happy family, life have 
helped earn the Alberta Farm Fam¬ 
ily Award for the Sigurd Nielsen 
family of Standard- 

The Master Farm Family Award 
is presented annually by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture of the Province 
of Alberta to not more than four 
families in Albei’ta who through 
their farming ability and through 
contribution to the advancement of 
the province, have been outstanding 
in their district. The awards began 
in 1949 and have been awarded an¬ 
nually since. Nominations are re¬ 
ceived by, and assessed by, local 
residents and association members 
and by officials of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Ariculture. 

Mr. Nielsen came to Canada from. 
Denmark In 1929. with twenty-five 
dollars. He left the old country be¬ 
cause' opportunities were greater in 
Canada. During his first few years 
in Alberta he worked as a farm and 
general labourer. Later he rented 
land ' and subsequently bought a 
farm hi the; Standard district. ; . 

These land holdings have grown 
until today , the Nielsen family own 
and operate over 8,000 acres, of 
Which about 6,000 acres are arable. 
They have approximately 3,000 ac¬ 
res in crop each year. The non-ar¬ 
able land is used as range with a 
cow herd of 150 head and they feed 
out some 200 feeder steers yearly. 
They are now developing a large 
specific pathogen free commercial 
hog enterprise. 

They demonstrate an analytical ap¬ 
proach to their problems and don’t 
hesitate to apply new ideas and 
methods to their operations. For 
example, for the past five years 
they have used a strip cover crop 
system (oats are sown in twelve-foot 
strips with twenty-four foot inter¬ 
vals). It has controlled soil erosion 
and weeds, provided fall grazing 
and maintained crop yields satis¬ 
factorily- Their land is quite roll¬ 
ing. The cultivator is their main 
tillage implement and operations are 
performed ih a timely manner. 

One of the guiding mottos of the 
Nielsen - family has been—“If any¬ 
thing is worth doing at all, it is 
worth doing well.” This principle is 
not only evident on the farm, but 
in the home as well. The spacious 
farm home, convenient and comfort¬ 
able, is a-source of enjoyment to the 
entire family. 

Mr. and Mrs- Nielsen have a deep 
sense of pride in the accomplish¬ 
ments of their five children. Svend, 
the oldest son, is married, has two 
children and is farming at Acme.

It is not strange, therefore, that 
we find Leif, a young man of 20, 
setting sail for Norway. En route, he 
disembarked on the Hebrides, where 
tie awaited a favorable gale to take 
Shim to Norway. The winds did not 
iblow that summer, and so it gave 
ourhero time to fall in love with a 
Thorgunna. When the winds final¬ 
ly blew, he left his sweetheart be¬ 
hind, advising her in true sailor 
fashion that the rigours of the voy¬ 
age would not be good for her. 

On his arrival at Nidaros (now 
Thronhjem) he proceeded immediate¬ 
ly to the court of Olaf Tryggvason. 
He spent the winter there and got 
on well with the king. Two things 
happened to our hero—first he be¬ 
came a Christian for Christianity 
had just reached Norway, and King 
Olaf had converted him, and second¬ 
ly, he heard more wondrous tales 
of’the Fortunate Isles, which inspir¬ 
ed him sail westward in quest of 

them. . _ , , 

On arriving home in Greenland, 
he heard still another story—the 
story of Bjarni Herlulfsson. He went 
to see him. It appears that Bjarni 
had set sail from Iceland to see his 
father, who had settled in Green¬ 
land. A terrific storm took his ship 
hundreds of miles southward out of 
its course. When the storm subsid¬ 
ed and the fog cleared, he sailed 
westward and saw land, but it was 
not Greenland, for it was a low- 
wooded shore with a sandy beach. 
He would not set ashore, and this 
dismayed his crew greatly, but sail¬ 
ed northeast, and after two days 
saw a second land; Its topography 
was similar to that of the first, and 
so Bjarni would not land, but sailed 
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on. After three days more they chl .j, ste ned him “Leif, the Lucky. 
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saw yet a third land, with a rough 


came to Cape of low-wooded shores. 
They followed a river inland to a 
small lake. Here it was that they dis¬ 
embarked and made preparations for 
a winter that did not come, for the 
grass remained green all the year 
round. Here Leif built his large 
stone house, which was to be used 
by subsequent adventurers in an 
attempt to colonize. Here they found 
the luscious grapes and the vines 
for rope-making. Here the salmon 
were teeming. This indeed was the 
Fortunate Isles, and so they christen¬ 
ed it Wineland. 

Just where is Wineland? This has 
been a subject of controversy among 
scholars for years. To a Brooklyn 
school teacher must go the credit 
for having given the most plausible 
answers. He believed that the clues 
were in the sagas themselves, if 
they were only interpreted correct¬ 
ly, and from the view point of a 
Viking sailor. So Frederick Pohl be¬ 
came a Viking himself, and in 
theory explored tree thousand miles 
of Atlantic coastline, and traced our 
hero to Follins Pond on the Bass 
River in Cape Cod, Massachusetts. 

In August of 1947, he and his wife 
went to Follins Pond, Cape Cod, to 
spend their holidays, and find some 
conclusive proof that his theory was 
correct. What did he find? On the 
south shore of the little lake he 
found a large rock. He clambered on 
top of it, towards the shore-side, 
and found there what he was look¬ 
ing for—a mooring hole! We can im¬ 
agine liis excitement as he called 
his wife to witness his find. “I found 
it just as a thought I would—a per¬ 
fect mooring hole. Excellent evid¬ 
ence my dear.” 

In the spring of the,year Leif and 
his crew loaded their ship with the 
riches of the new land and returned 
to Greenland. We can imagine the 
rejoicing and the jubilance, and the 
popularity of our hero. His friends

Nobel Prizes Awarded 
In Solemn Ceremony

In Sweden the second big event in 
Dec. is Nobel Day Early that morn¬ 
ing while you are waiting for news 
over the radio, you will hear an in¬ 
sistent voice announcing: “Before 
the news we would like to remind our 
listeners that today is December 10th 
and a public flag day. Flags should 
be raised at 9 o’clock this morning 
and lowered at sundown.” As you 
come out into the dark morning you 
will find all flags raised, whether you 
are in town or country. There are, in 
all, thirteen public flag days reserved 
for birthdays of the King, Queen and 
Heir apparent; major holidays such 
as Christmas, Easter and May 1st, 
and this is a measure of its status in 
the year. 

On December 8th the Nobel Prize 
winners arrive in Stockholm with 
families. What a surprise these sou¬ 
thern guests come to in this town 1 , so 
cold and often wet with snow, and 
what traffic chaos on Nobel day. 
Prizes are awarded for Literature, 
Physics, Chemistry. Medicine and 
Physiology. The Peace Prize is simul¬ 
taneously awarded in Oslo by the 
Norwegian Parliament. 

The Swedish Academy and the Uni¬ 
versity of Stockholm award the Nobel 
Prizes. And what is the prize and 
where does it come from? Alfred 
Nobel was a Swede who invented nu¬ 
merous things, among them dyna¬ 
mite (which he thought would make 
war impossible). He accumulated a 
vast fortune, and in order to encour¬ 
age genius, he left a brief, vaguely- 
worded will stating that the proceeds 
from his estate were to be awarded 
every year to men of outstanding 
ability. The time being 1896, people

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regarded him as having been a luna¬ 
tic when they heard this news. Since 
then, however, the Nobel Foundation, 
besides other activities, has given 
away millions of dollars in prize 
money, the winners’ prizes being a 
share of the annual interest on capi¬ 
tal invested, as well as a diploma^ 
from the hands of the Eng. 

This is a solemn ceremony which 
takes place in Cincert Hall, Stock¬ 
holm, with each award preceded by a 
long and technical speech delivered 
by a Swedish expert. Prize winners 
sit together on a platform with their 
families. The Eng and the Royal 
Family are not seated in a Royal Box 
on this occasion, but in the front row 
of the stalls. The hall is filled to ca¬ 
pacity with specially invited guests 
dressed in all their finery. The or¬ 
chestra plays selections from clas¬ 
sical Swedish music. This ceremony 
lasts for two hours and is followed 
by an enormous banquet in the Town 
Hah where the Nobel winners give 
their after-dinner speeches. 

The risk of meeting the big bad 
wolf in the forests of Sweden, which 
only a hundred years ago was con¬ 
siderable even in the south, has now 
been practically eliminated. Accord¬ 
ing to current estimates there are 
only about thirty wolves left in the 
country, all of them in Lapland in 
the far north.
